Grounded Filament 
Give« Best Results 


"Ground tire fiianteiit.’’ 
Perhaps you have heard this expres­ 
sion or have reatl It ‘■somewhere in 
print and have wondered Just what It 
m eant and why the "filament" should 
be grounded. 
, 
Grounding the filament means sim­ 
ply the connecting of a wire to one of 
Hie filament leads »of the tube and a t­ 
taching the other e n d ’to some kind of 
a ground, such as m cold*wafer pipe, a 
radiator or the ilk*. 
By-« "ground" is 
meant any condu* t«r that leads eventu­ 
ally to the earth anti wldcb, preferably, 
pas*es some distance Into the ground, 
such us the water-syatetn of a city. 
If possible, ground tire filament to 
some other pipe than the one to which 
rlo* ground wire o f the set »« attached. 
Us** a grouml d a m p , smd b e fo re at- 
»aching this see that the sufftice of the 
pipe has been filed or scraped bright 
and shiny, so th a t the d a m p will make 
good contact. 
"Grounding the filament” generally 
results in a smoother action of the de­ 
fector tube and often elim inates or 
helps to eliminate body capacity ef­ 
fects. 
"Body capacity" Is the effect 
produced when the hand 18 brought 
near dials or inatm m enta of the set; 
signals will either increase in volume 
or the set will begin to howl und 
squeal and "spill over." 
It Is to assist 
In clearing up this trouble that the fila­ 
ment is grounded.
